Don't fund raises 
by deficit spending 

In the energized atmosphere that Is rapidly spread- 
ing over the negotiations between the Twin Palls 
School Board and the Teachers Association, it is easy 
to reduce the arguments on both sides to slogans. 

The TFEA, for example, argues that teachers' ought 
to be the district's top funding priority. To do 
otherwise, they say. Is to give a higher priority to 
"things, not people." 

Nor . is it .valid, in our .view,_for-the^board-and- 
adminlstration to say the Legislature is solely to 
blame. Some of the district's problems are the result of 
poor plannlngjnd incorrect financial Information. 

In our view, there has been at least one error on each 
side. The board has made a mist41<e over the past 
several years in using the carryover - a savings 
account — to fund continuing expenses, much of it in 
teachers' salaries. That practice has committed the 
district to salary costs It now cannot fully meet. 

The second mistake, in our view, has been the 
adamant refusal of TFEA to recognize that their 
. members have benidtted In IhoseiJastyears-fronrUlg" 
district's funding thrtiugh the use of carryovers. 

In an ideal world, they say, the board would follow 
the Legislature's intent and pass through all of this 
year's pay. raise money. Apparently, ..TFEA would - 
have the district then fund Its other needs from either 
an additional override or from scrimping on textbooks 
and/or maintenance costs. ' 

The board, in bur view; is right to draw the line on 

- theseTwIntsrltshouldTioteut -lnto'either'th'e aistHct's"" 
maintenance, utiliEIes'funas, nor textbook purchasing 

- to give.teachers the pay raise. - 

A sound educational environment requires books, 
warm schools, roofs that don't leak as well as well-paid 
teachers: The TFEA's position seems to be that' the one 
should be funded first and that the others should take a 
back seat. In our view, that ignores the total educa- 
tional picture In the district, of which the teachers are 
only a part. 

Yes, there is broad support for teachers pay raises in 
this community. But in our view, that support does not 
mean support for-a-work stoppage. 



Nor does If mean support for further actions by the 
board which would continue or worsen the financial 
crisis the district faces. 

The bottom line is that, as important as the pay 
raises are, we do not think the district should fund 
them by more deficit financing. It should neither 
borrow against the future, nor scrimp on books 
maintenance or utilities. That approach, from which 
teachers have benefitted, has helped put the district in 
.the-mess-it now-facesr * 



In short. It should fund the pay changes from what Is 
available now. If an override is necessary in- the 
spring, so be it. But for now, the district should hold 
firm to a pay-as-we-go basis. To do otherwise would 
benefit neither the district taxpayers, the children, nor 
In the long run, the teachers.' 



Wilderness debate brings out changes 



With the failure of Congress to resolve Idaho's 
wUdcmess question, chances are that the 
resolution will be left to the U.S. Forest Service's 
upcoming 10-i5year management plans. With 
that, roadlcMarea management will break down 
from a slalc-wiaeemphasis toa forest-by-forest 
analysis of each area. 
. The wilderness debate in Idaho helped to 
Illuminate many problems In (he management of 
our national forests. Without a doubt one of the 
■ mo« important issuestoBurfacehasbeenthatthe 
Forfigt Service In Idaho and other RocIq' Mountain 
states has been selling timber at a net loss to the 
U.S. Treasury. Despite continued protests from 
the Forest Service and the Umber Industry to the 
contrary, bidepcndenteconomlc studies prove 
that the charge Is true. 

The General Accounting Office (GAO) report 
titled "Congress Needs Better InformaUon on the 
Forest Service's Below-Cost Timber Sales," dated 
June 28, 1984, reveals the results of an economic 
study which shows thai national forests in Idaho 
lost about $8 million on Umber sales hi i98l and 
about J17 million In 1982 (timber prices were 
generally higher in 1981 and lower In 1982). The 
Forest Service has said that once It removed the 
-existing lowerquaJlty Umber Uirough Uiese dcncit" 
sales, a more valuable species could be planted. 
The GAO tested Uiis argument on eight below-cost 
sales from different national forests, The Forest 
Service argument pro ved hivalid beca use in eadh 

case Uie net present valueolUienextstandof 

timber still demonstrated a loss of money 

In calculating costs associated with Uiese sales 
Uie GAO hicl uded Uie costs of sate preparation and 
adminlsU-atlon, road building and construction 
costs, reforestation costs, and the 25 percent 
payment to the counUes.' Even with thftlater 
exclusion of the 25 percent county payment Uie 
GAO found Uiat costs stilt exceeded receipts

After dig^n&the bulbs^-cut off the 
tops and remove attached soil. Soil . 
can el ther be bnuhcd off orwoshcd. 
Let the bulbs air dry In a warm, dry 
location for several days. 

In our dry humidity, most bulbs will 
store best In a coarse, dry mate'rial 
such as wood shavings, bark chips or 
vcrmicull te. This prevents the bulbs 
from shriveling due to excessivo 
drying. 

'The packing material must be very 
dry to premature sprouting, it con be 
dried In shallow pons in a warm oven. 
Vermlculite Is quite dry when 
purchased from nu^ries or building 
materials store and can bo used agnin 
next spring for starting seeds both 
Indoors and out. 

A storage tomperature of about 40 
degrees Is best, but anything from 35 
to 50 degrees Is satisfactory. Make 
sure that bulbs do not freeze. 

It is not too late to plant spring 
flowering bulbs such as tuli ps and
